ATTACKED BY A COUGAR. 


The FcrociouH llrute Finally Tnuttpl«d to 


Death by A Uorae, 


J. P. Jones, who lives near Perhama, 


Crook county, had a rather startling ad- 
venture with u coujjur. He was speak- 
ing of his experieuce to some friends and 


i'l: 
'1 mounted a horse and went on a 


hunting expedition to a place about 20 
miles from Perliauia, taking with mo an 
Irish stughound aud an EiigUsh pointer. 
I brought down a deer and a brown 
bear, which I left at a farmhouse, and 
bagged a number of wild pigeons and 
other fowl. 
While returning homo 


about 10 o'clock at night along a lonely 
road about, five miles from Perhama, I 
noticed what seemed to be two balls of 
fire iu a tree but a yard ahead of me, 
and which stood but a foot or two from 
the road. At the same ioatant my horse, 
which is what ia known in the 'cow 
counties' aa an 'original herder," drew 
ap with a startled neigh, almost throw- 
ing me from the saddle. [ took a close 
look at the thing in the tree and suw that 
it was u cougar crouched for a spring. 


"As 1 triwl to unstrap my rifle the an- 


{mill sprung, but missed its mark aud 


sised just over the horse's neck aud 


uboat two inches from uie. It rolled in 
theroud, but recovered and bpraug again, 
this time at. . tho horse's throat. 
The 


horse bucked and threw me to the 
ground, half stunning me. The cougar 
then rushed upou me, but the stag- 
hotiud, which had been standing by, bay- 
ing furiously, corralled it. There was a 
brief but terrific fight, and the dog lay 
dead uot five feet from me.' The pointer 
had disappeared, while UIB horse stood 
trembling iu every limb. The panther 
again sprang at iiirn, landing .upon hi* 
,back, and away tile horse went. 


"I recovered my feet iiia fewminuteo, 


unstrapped my ritte and started in pur- 
suit. Five hundred yurdsfi-oin thescene 
of the encounter I found the horse stand- 
ing still aud the cougar lying dead at 
his feet. The horse bore marks of -the 
cougar's claws upon his back, and bis 
flesh was torn in several places. The 
cougar's head was smashed, presumably 
by the horsi/s huels. I canuot account. 
for the result of the strange encounter 
exceipt by the theory that a limb of a 
large oak tree, hanging low and directly 
over ih« road, struck the cougar aud 
swept it oil tho horse's back, aud the 
borne took advantage of the opportunity 
to trample him to death. The horse ia 
vicious, as all 'original herders' are, 
Theisu horses have been known to fight 
for hours until one or the other fell, but 
this is the first tiuw I have heard of one 
fighting u cougar. I'havo the animal's 
skin and will keep it as a memento of 
the Cincouuter. The horse was not badly 
injmred and will soon be ready for serv- 
ice again." — Portland Oregouiaa.
